The lace pieces 
for bonnets, fans, parasols, and every 
article of the toilet for which lace is 
nsed, are all made and finished upon 
the edge in the same way, and are 
beautiful and permanent possessions. 
The cost for a real lace dress is not 
more than one covered with imita- 
tion lace with us, but the difference, 
in elegance and finish, in permanen 
beauty, cannot be put into words

The variety of life and surround- 
ings in California is curiously evi- 
dent in the collection of pictures 
therefrom in the last (April) Over- 
land Monthly. ‘‘In a modern gold- 
mining camp,” describes the pres- 
ent condition of the sucessful and 
continuing camp of Middle Califor- 
nia, such as Grass Valley or Ne- 
vada City. The old camp of ’49, 
and the one of to-day have both 
been admirably described, the lat- 
ter, for instance, (as in Dr. Le 
Groots ‘You Bet,’’ in the Overland 
for September 1885,) but the pros- 
pering one is somewhat of a nov- 
elty to readers in its modern dress, 
Then Mr. A. 8S. Hallidie, one of the 
leading “solid men of San Fran- 
cisco’”’ at present, writes of the ex- 
perience among the Euroc Indians, 
on the Klamath river, when he 
was a young civil engineer twenty- 
five years ago and of the great red- 
wood forests of Northern California; 
while Ninetta Eames gives a very 
bright and readable account of a 
sojourn in the beautiful mountain 
regions of Ventura county in 
Southern California, with its bee- 
ranches and orange orchards, The 
three sketches together give the 
stranger some sort of conspectus of 
the great and varied surface of the 
State. 


A year ago Prof. Langley, the 
distinguished American astrono- 
mer, performed an experiment in 
the theater of the Royal Institute 
in London, to show that the true 
color of the sun is blue. He ar- 
gued thatthe atmosphere cuts off a 
large proportion of the blue rays, 
and that ifthe observer could get 
beyond it the sun would look blue, 
February 25th, in the same place, 
Captain Abney, in a lecture on 
“Sunlight Colors,’’. rejected this 
experiment, adopting Mr. Lang- 
ley’s figures with mathematical ac- 
curacy, but dispensing with the pa- 
per disks, which this lecturer held 
vitiated the resuit, and he showed 
that the color of the sun was not 
blae, but very nearly that of the 
white light to be seen at high ele- 
vation in aclear, dust-free atmos- 
phere. 


The statement that the United 
States Government is without 
money to buy ‘powder to fire sa- 
lutes at the military posts, is 
thought by the New York World 
to indicate that this is as gooda 
time for foreign powers to jump on 
this country as they will ever have. 
Cousidering that we have no can- 
non that would Le worth fighting 
with, it does not seem that the ab- 
sence of powder makes any very 
vital difference.

A Distinguished Missourian Sul- 
cides, 
St. Louis, March 30. 
The Hou. Thomas C. Reynolds com- 
mitted suicide at the Custom House 
this afternoon, by plunging down the 
elevator shaft. He fell a distance of 
80 feet, and crushed in his skull. The 
cause of the rash act was mental de- 
rangement superinducei by the hal- 
lucination that he was about to be- 
come insans. A few minutes before 2 
o’clock he entered the building and 


sauntered into the United States Court 
room, Several persons met him in 
the building, and he appeared in his 
usual bumor. He was seen to leave 
the United States Marshal’s office, 
and stepping into the elevator gate 
out of sight. A few minutes 
ter he was brought out of the sub- 
basement dead. 

In 1860 he was elected Lieutenant 
Governor of the State of Missouri on 
the same ticket with the famous Gov- 
ernor Calib Jacobson, and inthe civil 
war served with the Confederacy. At 
the close of the war he went to Mex- 
ico, and became verv intimate with 
the Maximillian. In 1868 he returned 
to St. Louis, He was a member of the 
Commission sent to South America 
about two years ago in the interest of 
commerce with the United States. In 
1854 he fought a duel with B. Gratz 
Brown with rifles at 30 paces, on an 
Island opposite this city, over a politi- 
cal discussion. Mr. Brown was bit in 
the knee, but Mr, Reynolds was not 
touched, It is believed that Governor 
Reynolds only intended to maim Mr. 
Brown, Governor Reynolds was mar- 
ried twice and leaves his second wife 
whom he married three years ago, all 
his property. 


Apportionment of Indian Lands 
WaSHINGTON, March 31. 

The President to-day directed the 
allotment of lands in severalty, to the 
Indians on the Warm Springs reserva- 
tion in Oregon. This 1s the firstaction 
taken under the Indian land severalty 
act, which was passed by the last Con- 
gress. Under its provisions,the Sur- 
veyor-General of Orrgon will bave to 
survey a sufficient quantity of land to 
give each head of a family 160 acres; 
to each single person over 18 
years old, 80 acres; to each or- 
phan under 18 years of age, 
50 acres, and to each other 
single ene under 18 years of age, 
40 acres. This distribution is made to 
maies and females alike. Each In- 
dian will receive a patent to his land, 
which shall be of legal effect, and wil! 
declare that the United States will 
hold the lands thus allowed for a 
period of 25 years in trusi, for the sole 
use and benefit of the Indian or his 
heirs, and at the expiration of this 
period, the United States will convey 
the land in fee. 


Quarantine Against Chelera. 
Ex Paso, Texas, March 381. 
A quarantine has been instituted 
here to-day against cholera. The 
cholera has travelled northward in 
South America until it bas reached the 
Isthmus of Panama, and it is feared 
the Mexican Central trains may bring 
it into the United States. All persons, 
baggage and freight from the infected 
rts will be denied admittance to the 
nited States, and all mail from chol- 
era infected points will be disinfected 
before being received into the United 
States.

I found Tippoo Tib, 
the uncrowned King, in the region 
between Stanley Falisand Tanganyika 
Lake, commanding thousands of 
fighting Arabs. He was equally ready 
to fightor be employed. I chose the 
latter course, not with a view of his 
helping me reach Emin Bey, but to 
assist in bringing away Emin’s store 
of ivory to the value of 80,000 pounds, 
In the presence of the British Consul, 
I contracted with Tippoo Tib to sup- 
ply me with 600 carriers. I also, after 
receiving consent from: the King, Le- 
opold, eppointed Tippoo Governor of 
Stanley Falls, ata regular salary. He 
guarantees to defend the station 
against the Arabs, and defeat and cap- 
tare all persons raiding for slaves, and 
will abstain from engaging in the 
slave traffic himself below Stanley 
Falls. A European officer will be ap- 
pointed resident at Stanley Falls, to 
insure an adherence to the contract, 
and to stop Tippoo Tib’s salary upon 
any, breach of his engagement. So 
far there has been no hitch in the ex- 
pedition ; everybody shows the utmost 
sympathy, and our difficulties have 
been smoothed by the prevailing good 
feeling. I havesent a letter to Emin 
Bey, giving him the probable 
date of our arrival. Tippoo Tib 
has ordered his people to concentrate 
at Stanley Falls in readiness for the 
march. 


A Wrecked Sealing Steamer and 
Great Loss of Life. 
Str. Jouns, N. F., March 31. 
The report has reached here of the 
total loss of the sealing steamer Eagle, 
with a crew of 250 men, on the shoals 


near Turk Island, off Bonavista Bay. 
No particulars of the disaster are yet 
at hand. Debris, consisting ef deck 
ladders, forecastie, deck and cooking 
gear, with the steamers name on it, 
have been found on the ice, The sup- 
position is that the steamer’s boiler 
ex ploded. 

LATER.—The reported loss of the 
steamer Eagle is confirmed by the 
discovery of wreckage in Bona Vista 
Bay. There is nothing to show that 
anyone was saved. Tne inbabitants 
are looking for bodies. The most of 
the lost seamen lived in and about St. 
John’s, and the excitement and grief 
here is iatense. The EKagle was a 
large sealing steamer commanded by 
Captain Jockman, and owned by 
Messrs. Bowring Brothers.

Snnovations in Book-making. 


Recent book-making has devel- 


oped ey innovations in taste that 


are q ble. One of these is 
the unpunctuated title-page. The 
latest English and American publi- 
cations now display title-pages guilt- 
less of punctuation of any sort, save 
that wif is incidental to abbrevia- 
tions. There is no justification what- 
eer for this, more than there would 
Beior a continuation of this state of 
affairs all the way through 
the book. A common blemisk 
of English books is the lack of 
dates indicating the year in which 
*t was published. This fashion has 
only obtained within the last twenty 
or thirty years. The reason given is 
that book-sellers do not wish purchas 
ers to know the age of the books 
they buy. Luckily in this country 
books cannot be copyrighted unless 
they are dated. It is absolutely im- 
possible to learn without writing to 
the publishers what year certain 
English magazines represent, the 
month and the volume being alone 
indicated. Another fault is the 
omission of the folio upon which a 
new article ins. This is done to 
save ‘‘underlaying.’”’ Cataloguers 
find many such obstacles in English 
books and magazines. Another 
snag they strike is the English habit 
of using a man’s title or office in- 
stead of his given name, as Princi- 
pal Shairp, Canon Farrar, Prebend- 
ary Reynolds, etc. Until recently 
few English magazines attached the 
names of authors to the articles, and 
this has been the cause of no end of 
mysteryandconfusion. Harper’s Mag- 
azinedid the same untilaboutten years 
ago. Authorsof historical booksoften 
write whole chapters full of refer- 
ences to months and days, but to 
discover the year one has to read 
sometimes a good share of the book. 
These are but afew of the blemishes 
which keep our books from mechan- 
- amamgy artistic perfection.—[Chicago 
ews.
